The coldest weather of an un­ 
usually cold w inter held Gettysburg 
and Adams county in frigid grip to­ 
day. 
Tem peratures 
ranged 
from

official IO degrees below zero to 24 
degrees below’. 
Dr. Henry Stewart, local weather I 
recorder, reported not only the low- j. 
est tem perature so far this winter 
today, but the lowest in the last 22 
years as well.

On only two previous occasions 
before 1912 were colder tem pera­ 
tures recorded here, the mercury 
once going to 12 below and on an ­ 
other occasion reaching an all-time 
minimum of 20 degrees below zero. 
Registering 12 degrees above zero j 
at 3 o’clock, Thursday afternoon, 
the m ercury dropped steadily during 
the late afternoon and evening until 
the early hours this morning when 
the official minimum of IO degrees 
below w’as reached.

Tile cold wave was accompanied 
by a high wind and that may have 
been the m eans of saving Adams 
county’s peach crop from complete 
annihilation, in the opinion of Os- 
^car A Rice, of Biglerville, owner of 
.he largest peach orchard In the 
county. 
He said sub-zero tem pera­ 
tures invariably damage the peach 
crop, because the trees are unable 
to stand the cold and potential buds 
ar efrozen In the wood. 
Fruit IEndangered 
He expressed hope, however, th at 
the crop m ight not be entirely ruin­ 
ed owing to the strong wind accom­ 
panying the drop in temperature. 
The therm om eter climbed two or 
three degrees above zero today, bul 
the strong northerly wind persisted 
and drove the chill through the

After adopting a budget of $31,783 for the current year, 
council established a general tax rate of 13 mills and a special 
Pianists were Misses Evelyn My- tax ra*e of one mill at an adjourned meeting of council, 
Thursday evening. 
This is a reduction of one mill in the tax rate for 1934. 
Council added three mills to the rate for general operating 
expenses, but slashed four mills from the special tax rate, 
making the total 14 mills for 1934 as compared with 15 mills 
last year. 
In 1933, the general tax rate was IO milks and the special 
tax rate was 5 mills. 
$12,000 In Special Fund 
The chief reason for reducing the special tax rate was the 
fact that there is approximately $12,000 in that fund, used 
for the retirement of borough bonds and the payment of 
interest, which total approximately $6,500 a year. 
The addition of three mills to the general rate resulted 
from the adoption of a budget approximately $1,700 in ex­ 
cess of that for 1933. 
Adoption of the 1934 tax rates was not without consider­ 
able debate and discussion. Councilman Emory C. Williams 
suggested lopping three mills from the 5-mill .special tax rate 
and allowing the general rate to remain unchanged at IO 
mills. “Make your budget tit your income,” he urged.

“In other words,” it added, “there 
were enough bombs to destroy en­ 
tire sections of the city.”

The story first appeared under the pseudonym of “C aptain George 
North.” for fear that this story m ight injure the reputation the author 
had gained with his more serious writing. 
Early in 1882 the story was revised and prepared for book publica­ 
tion but a publisher was hard to find. 
It was not until a year later th at 
a publisher offered a hundred pounds for its publication!

ever, pleased Stevenson and he wrote enthusiastically to his home folks 
and told them of his joy. 
' 
“Treasure Island" was finally published by Messrs. Cassell of London 
in December. 1883. 
Up to 1919, about $30,000.00 had been paid in royalties 
for this book! 
It made Stevenson famous and has become a classic among 
adventure stories. 
Stevenson's comment about his first offer is interesting. T hus he 
wrote home: 
“A hundred pounds, all alive OI a hundred jingling, ting­ 
ling golden-nflnted quid! 
Is not this wonderful. . . . It does look as if I 
should support myself w ithout trouble in the future. 
If I have only 
health, I can. thank God. 
It is dreadful to be a great big m an, and not 
be able to buy bread.” 
Stevenson declared th a t the germ of the story was the m ap drawn 
for the wall on his stepson's playroom at B raem an and later lost when 
the book was undertaken. 
Another inspiration for the story came from 
the mere name, “The Dead Man s Chest,” taken from Kingsley’s book on 
the West Indies, “At Last.” 
Ideas were drawn from the w ritings of De­ 
foe, Irving, and Poe, and from Johnson's “Lives of Pirates and High­ 
waymen.” Stevenson’s friend, W. E. Henley, provided the genesis for the 
prom inent figure in the book, the one-legged cook, Silver. 
The book has been pirated from all directions, and is today one of the 
most absorbing of all books and one which has brought delight and en­ 
tertainm ent to millions. 
If Stevenson had w ritten nothing else, he would 
have been immortal!

ALLOWED HEAD 
OF A FAMILY 
A head of a family is defined by 
incom e-tax regulations as “an in ­ 
dividual who actually supports and 
m aintains in one household one or 
more persons who are closely con­ 
nected with him by blood relation­ 
ship. relationship by marriage, or by 
adoption, and whose right to exer­ 
cise family control and provide for 
these dependent individuals is based 
upon some moral or legal obliga­ 
tion.” 
The exemption allowed a 
head of a family Is $2,500. The 
phrase “in one household” may be 
interpreted as meaning the tax ­ 
payer’s personal residence, an a p a rt­ 
ment, rooms in a boarding house, 
hotel, etc. 
Under certain circumstances it is 
not necessary th at the taxpayer and 
his dependents live under one roof 
during the taxable year in order 
that the taxpayer may claim the ex­ 
em ption. 
If, the common home be­ 
ing m aintained, the parent is away 
on business, or a child away at 
school or on a visit, the exemption 
is allowed. Moreover, if a parent 
is obliged to m aintain his dependent 
children with relatives or in a board­ 
ing house, while he lives elsewhere, 
the exemption still applies. If how­ 
ever, without necessity, the depen­ 
dent m akes his home elsewhere, the 
benefactor is not the head of a 
family. 
Tile sam e ruling applies to hus­ 
band and wife “living together.”

occasionally 
and 
temporarily

husband is away on business or tine 
wife on a visit, the common home : 
being m aintained, the $2,500 exemp- J 
tion still applies.

New York, Feb. (AP).—A free- 
for-all fight practically stopped din­ 
ner in the Empire room of the Wal­ 
dorf-Astoria hotel during a demon­ 
stration of sympathy Wednesday 
night 
for

kitchen help by a group of literary 
figures led by Selden Rodman and 
Alfred M. Bingham, former Yale 
men. 
The demonstration had been ar­ 
ranged and Rodman left the dining 
room several times to warn report­ 
ers to be ready when it started. He 
only awaited an intermission in the 
dinner music program.

House 
detectives

scattered 
among the diners in the great blue 
and gold room.

stopped. 
Rodman leaped to his chair grasp­ 
ing a manuscript and began to 
speak. 
“The people at our>table,” he be­ 
gan, “are in sympathy with the 
strike in which the waiters of this 
hotel are engaged and hope that

man and woman will leave this hotel

He got no further. The house de­ 
tectives descended upon him. The 
table was overturned, glass shatter­ 
ed, the silver clinked against the 
hardwood floor, Rodman was drag­ 
ged down. 
Grabbing the manuscript, Ging­ 
ham, who is the son of former 
United States Senator Hiram Bing­ 
ham, of Connecticut, mounted a 
gilded chair. W ith a bang the chair 
was dashed from beneath him by 
the detectives. 
Rodman and Bingham were es­ 
corted to the lobby and released. 
Norman P. Bumstein, 26-year-old 
studertt, and John S. Harlow, 20, of 
Princeton, who had accompanied 
Bingham and Rodman for moral 
support, were not so fortunate, how­ 
ever. They were placed in custody 
of a policeman on charges of disor­ 
derly conduct and were released in 
night court in $25 bail each for a 
hearing February 15. 
Other moral supporters included 
Alexander Woollcott, Dorothy Par­ 
ker and Robert Benchley, who sat 
at a table near Bingham and Rod­ 
man during the melee.

Doumergue Solved 15 Crises 
In His Presidential Regime 


Paris, Feb. 9 (AP).—Affable, 71- 
year-old Gaston Doumergue, called 
back to political harness Wednes­ 
day by France, which knew him as 
one of her most popular presidents, 
retired “absolutely” in 1931. 
“I shall not even try to become 
mayor of my village,” said M. Dou­ 
mergue, the first Protestant presi­ 
dent of the third republic, shortly 
before leaving the Elysee palace. 
For years known as ‘‘the bache­ 
lor president," M. Doumergue sur­ 
prised Paris in 1931 by marrying 
Mme. J. Graves, a widow he had 
known for many years. 
He was 
then near the completion of a sev­ 
en-year term. 
Often Expressed Regard for U. S. 
During his tenure the president 
often spoke of his warm regard for 
the United States. 
No less than fifteen cabinet crises 
were solved by his administration, 
and in 1926 France 
was 
on 
the’ 
verge of financial ruin when he 
averted 
the 
danger 
by 
naming 
Raymond Poincare premier, but as 
premier now he will have 
more 
pressing 
duties 
than 
those 
he 
handled as president. 
Thirteen 
is

This is because 
on Friday, the 13th, in June, 1924. 
he was elected president 
and 
as 
Private Gaston Doumergue of the 
French army was made a corporal. 
February 13, 1884. 
Adhering to a rigid schedule dur­ 
ing his administration M. Doumer­ 
gue took only one night a week 
“out,” spending it with friends. 
Fond of a simple life, 
he is a 
firm disciple of the early morning 
“daily dozen” and of walking.
